TAMMANY MAGISTRATE FORCIBLY 
REMOVED FROM HIS SEAT. 


Decision of the State Supreme Court 
in His Favor is Made Subordinate by 
Police to Authority of Corporation 


(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 
NEW YORK, Jan. 6.—The contest 
over the possession of the police courts 
of Brooklyn was tinued today. The 
other magistrates, who were appointed 
during the term of Mayor Van Wyck, 
maintained possession of two of the 
courts, under the truce whereby the 
newly-elected magistrates were to 
await further legal decision as to the 
constitutionality of the law under 
which they were elected. In the 
James-street court, however, a scene 
was created by an order from Walter 
L. Durack, an elected magistrate, to 
the police to remove Edward J. 
Dooley, a Van Wyck appointee, from 
the courtroom. The police, acting un- 
der an opinion of Corporation Counsel 
Rives, recognized Durack as _ the 
legally-elected magistrate, and they 
forcibly ejected Dooley. A policeman 
advanced to the bench, and apologized 
to Dooley for disturbing him, declar- 
ing that he was only obeying orders. 

“Well,” replied Dooley, “you must 
take the. consequences.” 

Two policemen then ascended to the 
bench, and each seizing Dooley by an 
arm, lifted him bodily from his chair. 
As soon as the chair was empty 
Durack sprang into it, and declared

Says Capt. Benoist. 


Saw Walla Walla Long 
Before Collision. 


Capt. Hall Denounces the In- 
timation of the French- 
men as Absurd.

SAN FRANCISCO, Jan. 6-—The 
cross-accusations as to who was re- 
sponsible for the sinking of the Walla 
Walla, and the loss of life incident 
thereto, may be finally settied in the 
Federal courte .Although no positive 
assertion to that effect has been made 
by the officials of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company, owners of the 
sunken steamer, it is generally believed 
that the company will libel the French 
bark Max, and in this way secure part 
compensation for the financial loss in- 
volved in the destruction of the Walla 
Walla. The claims made by Capt. Be- 
noist of the Max are so sweeping that 
it is thought probable that the Pacific 
Coast Company will ask that the court 
determine the responsibility for the cis- 
aster. 

From 8 o'clock this morning until 1 
o'clock this afternoon, Capt. Hall and 
his fellow-officers of the wrecked 
steamer. Walla Walla were closeted 
with Bdadwin Goodall and other officials 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Com- 
pany in the Faeroe office of the general 
manager. story of the wreck and 
all the incidents of the disaster were 
gone over in detail. hree stenogra- 
phers worked at reporti and tran- 
scribing the testimony the Walla 
Walla’s officers, which was related in 
a straightforward manner, and, ac- 
cording to the information that leaked.

covered—Rooming-house Affected 

A case of smallpox, to which ber 
tween thirty and forty people were ex- 
posed was discovered yesterday morn- 
ing in the free dispensary at the medi- 
cal college on Buena Vista street. The 
health authorities are taking all pos- 
sible measures to prevent other cases. 

At the dispensary free medical treat- 
ment is given to all who apply, and 
the poor in that part of the city go in 


Jarge numbers to secure medicine for. 


their ills. Their cases are passed upon 
by the physicians in charge of the hos- 
pital, and the students are given an ap- 
portunity to observe the diseases and 
study the symptoms. In this manner 
the medical students gain much valu- 
able knowledge, for to them the work 
at the dispensary is practice of 
medicine, and many patients who 
would otherwise suffer are cured. 
Yesterday morning a stranger applied 
for treatment. He sat with other pa- 
tients some time, and when admitted 
for examination showed peculiar symp- 
toms. The case was referred to the 
physicians in charge, and they found 


a well-developed case 6f smallpox. 


The Health Officer confirmed the 
diagnosis and ordered the patient at 
once removed to the pesthouse. The 
coliege was well fumigated, and 
alarm is felt as a result of the case, 
but it is admitted that there is a possi- 
bility of serious results. It wag impos- 
sible to reach all who came in contact 
with the case.
